MILKING MACHINES IN 
BRITAIN. 


Special Agent Roland R. Dennis, writ- 
ing from England, deseribes the sue- 
cessful use of machines in milking cows 
in Seotland, in the following report: 

Through the kindness of a Seotch 
friend I was given opportunities of see- 
ing the practical working of two of the 
most suecessful systems of mechanical 
milkers. This same friend was also 
good enough to arrange that I could 
meet a gentleman of Edinburgh, who 
has been for years intimately conneeted 
with dairy interests and is considered 
an expert on all matters and mechanical 
appliances connected with the industry. 
This gentleman reviewed in a terse and 


most enteitaining «nanner the history 
of Seoteh milking machinery, which 
eovered a term of more than twenty 


years, and is virtually the whole his 
torv of the success of a most practical 
and labor-saving instrument, 


The very first efforts to supplant 
yvand milking were made by an Ameri- 
hand milking made by an Amet 
-an, who eoneceived the idea of insert-

elaim made was that a valve existed at 


ing a long tube in the ecow’s teat. 


the junction of the teat with ¢he udder, 
and that 2s soon as this valve was raised 
by the end of che tube the milk would 
run out of the udder into ¢he pail placed 


in the same position as for hand milk- 


ing. Experience proved that the valve 
was there, but it opened downward in- 
stead of upward, and this class of 


milker was soon discarded as worthless. 


Then experiments were made using an 


exhaust pump, with rubber cases ap- 
plied to the teats, and drawing the 


milk away by suction. This procedure 
was supposed to exactly duplicate the 
action of a calf in suckling. Experi 
ments, however, soon developed two 
serious failings in this idea: first, keep. 
ing ithe teat in what might be ealled 
an ‘fexhausted receiver’’ for six to ten 
minutes twice each day soon brought an 
inflammation of the outer skin of the 
teat, owing to the lack of proper blood 
eireulation, while the machine was at- 
tached; second, the milk, running from 
the cow to an inelosed pail failed to 
eome at all in eontaet with the outside 
air, and not ‘being aerated it neither 
kept so well nor was as productive for 
cheese or butter as hand-milked milk.

The 75 
cows were milked in less than an hour 
and a half. Ten milkers were used, 
which made the average total time con-

THE LAKESIDE HERD AT THE

‘“‘Among the Junior two-year-olds 
Eva DeKol Burke 2nd, 16.438 Ibs. fat, 
362.7 Ibs milk, leads, gaining sixth 
(6th) place in her class and the right to 
claim the largest production, of butter 
fat of any heifer of her age or young- 
er.’”? 

In this issue there was reported six 
cows from the Lakeside herd, including 
one four-year senior, which leads the 
entire list of all ages, leading the next 
in her class by over 3 tbs. fat; one four- 
year-old Junior, which is far in the lead 
of her class, surpassing her strongest 
competitor by over 3 Ibs. fat; three 
two-year seniors, two of which take the 
first and second places, each having 
made over 16 Ibs. fat, being the only 
heifers in the class to make that 
amount. The other heifer in that class 
made 14.081 Ibs. fat, which was only 
excelled by three outside the herd. The 
sixth one reported was a Junior two- 
year-old,—only 2 years and 15 days, 
which not only led her elass by nearly 
two pounds fat, but surpassed all pre- 
vious records of her age or younger, by 
making 16.438 Ibs. fat. 

This is a great showing for the Lake- 
side ‘herd, and must be very gratifying 


to Mr. Powell. It is seldom that such a 
remarkable showing has been made by 
any herd.

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butter per week. These averages break 
the record for nerd reports to date, and 
are too large to be easily comprehended. 

While this issue of ithe official reports 
announces no breaking of records for 
hutter-fat production, the records re- 
ported are such as to be simply aston- 
ishing; and in the limited space at ‘his 
disposal the Superintendent can only 
speak of averages, merely touching on 
a pontion of the reeords in the several 
classes. The dairy and agricultural 
press is invited to examine the lists 
carefully, for such a report for any 
breed has never been laid before the 
publie. 

Of the 160 animals reported, thirty- 
nine, or almost exactly one-fourth, pro- 
duced over 18 lbs. of butter fat. These 
thirty-nine animals averaged 516.9 Ibs. 
milk containing 21.278 lbs. butter fat, 
showing an average of 4.12 per cent. 
fat. This production is equivalent to 
73.6 Ibs., or 35 quarts milk per day, and 
24.82 Ibs. of the best commercial butter 
per week, for each of the thirty-nine 
animals ,of which thirteen were under 
full age. 

There are fourteen heifers reported 
in the lists that averaged just past two 
years of age, and produced above 12 Ibs. 
fat. The average production for each 
of these fourteen heifers was 375.3 lbs. 
milk containing 13.814 lbs. of butter 
fat, showing an average of 3.68 per cent. 
fat in the milk. The fat produced was 
sufficient for making 16.116 lbs. of the 
best commercial butter to be credited 
to each of the heifers. 

Among the full aged cows two pro- 
duced above 26 lbs. fat in seven days, 
and above 107 lbs. in 30 days; two pro- 
duced between 24 and 25 Ilbs.; two 
between 23 and 24 Ibs.; three between 
22 and 23 Ibs.; four between 21 and 
22 Ibs.; three between 20 tand 21 Ibs.; 
seven between 19 and 20 Ibs., and three 
between 18 and 19 Ibs. fat. One senior 
four-year-old produced over 27 Ibs. fat; 
one between 23 and 24 Ibs., and two be- 
tween 21 and 22 Ibs, fat.

One junior four-year-old produced 
over 22 Ibs, tat. three between 21 and 
22 Ibs., and one between 18 and 19 Tbs.; 
while the first four also made fine 30- 
day records, as did many of the first two 
classes mentioned. Of the senior three 
year-olds one produeed above 19° Ibs. 
fat, and two between 18 and 19 lbs., 
while of the junior three-year-olds one 
produced above 18 Ibs., two between 17 
and 18 Ibs., and on nearly 17 bs. fat. 
One senior two-year-old produced nearly 
17 Ibs. fat, and one nearly 16 Tbs. 

The great work of the Junior Two 
year «lass has been mentioned in the 
averages above, and five of the four- 
teen heifers in the list of honor also 
made fine 30-day reeords. One heifer 
produeed over 16 bs. fat; two, between 
15 and 16 lbs.; two, between 14 and 15 
Ibs.; six, between 13 and 14 Ibs., and 
three, between 12 and 13 Ibs. fat. Only 
a careful study of the lists will enable a 
person to comprehend the magnitude of 
the tests reported; for, owing to the 
fact that fifty-eight animals out of the 
160 reported hold places of honor, space 
wil] not permit of the Superintendent’s 
speaking of them individually.
